Former Andover Citizen Writes of Governor Walton and 
Refers to K. K. K. as 


Recent Election. 


“Merely a Smoke Screen” 


“T am indeed proud of Oklahoma, that 
throughout the state there was not the least 
bit of trouble on election day, but only a 
big, quiet, solid vote, in spite of the fact that 
the governor predicted bloodshed and did 
his best to stop the election. Give Oklahoma 
citizens it, and watch us pull out of a 
bad mistaliin choosing a governor,’’ writes 
Dr. John Torrey of Bartlesville, Okla- 
homa, in @ letter addressed to The Andover 
Townsman in which he expresses the desire 
to “present the truth to our friends back 
East.” :

SWIMMING FUND REPORTS 


Chairman and Treasurer Give Account 
of Successful Venture Carried on 
at Pomps Pond 


‘The Pomps Pond Swimming Fund com- 
mittee have summarized the results and 
balanced their accounts following the closing 
of the swimming beach a few weeks ago. A 
general review is presented for the considera- 
tion of the committee and the donors to the 
fund by John F. O’Connell, Chairman. 

In his report, Mr. O’Connell says: 


It is doubtful if there ever was any cause 
to which the people of the community con- 
tributed with more genuine pleasure than to 
the construction of the swimming beach at 
Pomps pond. When it is considered that a 
fund amounting to $931.06 was created with- 
in a few weeks, two instructors employed, 
the beach area thoroughly cleaned, and 
structures erected for the users of the pond, it 
will be readily agreed that some very ener- 
getic work was done. In great measure the 
success at the pond was due to “Uncle Al” 
Beach, the principal instructor, formerly of 
Camp Andover, and heartily recommended 
tous by them. He taught twenty-five to 
swim a distance of at least thirty yards, 
improved the style of those who had alread 
acquired the rudiments, and made himself 
extremely useful and popular with everybody. 
He cites one case of a 14-year old boy who 
learned to swim in four days, while a 16-year 
old girl learned to swim with ease and form 
in seven days, during which time she swam 
three-quarters of a mile at a-stretch. There 
have been as many as 125 in swimming at 
once, in an area in which heretofore a dozen 
boys might have been found. 


What particularly pleased the committee 
and, we are sure, the donors, was the large 
number of mothers who came with their 
children to spend the day, bringing their 
lunches because of the long distances trav- 
elled. The committee has discussed with a

He meets and talks with 
almost every “stranger who passes 
through his town. He may be asked 
for information on every sort of subject 
from-the way to Portland, to explicit 
directions for finding the home of Mrs. 
McGinty’s pig. His-advice is sought as 
to’ various routes, the respective merits 
of certain hotels, restaurants and 
garages in his own home or adjacent 
ones, or the possible habits of some local 
citizen who cannot be located at his 
home but who might be found at his 
favorite hangout. The modern officer 
on traffic duty, becomes then, not only 
a representative of the law with a 
duty to enforce it to the letter, but also 
a representative of his own town, 
Strangers will be able to judge a town 
and do judge it, on the strength of their 
impressions of those with whom they 
come in contact.

Old Tombstones Unearthed During

for them, so the officers rearrested and put 
the case into the Federal court. Just before 
the election the Governor pardoned four 
notorious criminals from the penitentiary. 
Other such cases are too numerous to men- 


n. 
His last year as mayor, on a salary of some 
$4000 or $5000, he put $25,000 investment 
into the Building and Loan Association. A 
few months after taking office as Governor 
he bought an expensive mansion in Okla- 
homa City, and later when he began to talk 
of running for United States .Sendte, he 
bought a fine house in Muskogee and moved 
his official residence there, so that he might 
later be a candidate for Senator from Eastern 
Oklahoma. : 
-He-nearly— ruined our whole educational 
system. Vetoed the University appropria- 
ns, which were returned hastily by the 
courts, during the summer in time for the 
schools'to start. -He placed a man at the 
head of the State Agricultural College who 
has no college degree, absolutely unfit for 
such a position, and whom the American 
Legion of the state would not have because 


of his disloyalty. The Legion went so strong |, 


to the Governor that he finally retired this 
Socialist presidént just before school was to 
open. Former Superintendent of Schools of 
oston, Dr. S. D. Brooks, president of our 
State University, has resigned and become 
resident of Missouri University because 
vernor Walton objected to his opposition 
when the Governor began to change the 
board of regents and cut the appropriations. 

In the forty years I have known anything 
about American politics I have never known 
of so despotic an official. The State Legis- 
lature by a majority, of sixty-five members 
are absolutely against such government as 
we have had. The courts have been useless 
because of the pardoning of criminals before 
they even reach the penal institution. This 
bunk about floggings is, most of it, ancient 
history that happened two years ago, and 
not yet proved to have been done by the 
Klan. Most cases, if you read the reports of 
the military courts, were bootleggers, who 
had been making men their own family 
floggers with bad whiskey. 

The Governor tried to muzzle our news- 
papers, even to putting military censors in 
the newspaper offices. He threatened to lock 
up the Legislature and keep them in jail 
until his term was over, because they wished 
to convene and review his acts. Can you 
wonder good Americans could not stand for 
this? Can you imagine what our State taxes 
would be if this man should serve out his four 
years as Governor? Do you wonder in 
Muskogee, the city J.-C. Walton moved to, 
they dumped him in effigy: into the sewer 
with a big parade, yesterday? 

I am indeed proud of Oklahoma that 
throughout the state there was not the least 
bit of trouble on election day, but only a 
big, quiet, solid vote in spite of the fact that 
the Governor predicted bloodshed and did 
his best to stop the election, even removing 
a majority of the election board the day 
before election. But the old board went on 
functioning just the same. 

I have pot told half the truth yet, but I 
know I have already wearied my readers. 
Give Oklahoma citizens credit, and watch 
us pull out of a bad mistake in choosing a 
Governor.

Th caine, let me quote Prof. A. T. Hadley, 
from “Undercurrents in American Politics. 
“The position of a voter in a democracy is 
essentially that of a director rather than that 
of an official. It is his function to place the 
right men at the head of certain departments 
of the government and prescribe the ends 
which they should try to attain. The means 
by which they are reached should generally 
be left to the judgment of the officials them- 
selves. But this principle which is under- 
stood in every well-conducted private 
business, is not understood in public business. 
We lay more stress on the need of watching 
our officials than we should, and less stress 
on the need of choosing them carefully and 
leaving them to themselves. Instead of re- 
joicing when we can put a department of the 
government in the hands of a man who 
knows more than we do about the methods of 
conducting it, we are jealous of superior 
knowledge and watch its manifestations with 
suspicion.” And I would add that at this 
stage he is retired, and there follows more 
administrative experimentation.

Editorial 


‘“What’s the use of building great highway 
systems, at an expense of millions and 
millions of dollars, when-in-a few short-years 
all the freight and passenger traffic will be 
carried in the air?” : 

The question is always .being asked by 
some one, usually some one who is unen- 
dowed by nature with faculty of thinking 
straight, but sometimes by those who think, 
but without data’6n which to go. 

The next ten, or the next hundred years, 
will see enormous strides made in aviation. 
Mail, S6me express, some passenger trafic 
will’go via plane, and much sport and travel 
will use it. But no future development of 
aeronautics can overcome the fundamental 
fact of nature, that to raise a weight in the 
air and maintain it there, requires power, and 
that power is an equivalent for value; in our 
terms, money. 

Therefore, no matter how desirable other- 
wise, no system of transportation which re- 
quires an expenditure to support a weight, 
can compete in cheapness with those in 
which the weight is borne by the earth. 

There will always be railroads, always be 
vessels on the water, always be roads and 
road vehicles. They will change, improve, 
become more economical, more speedy, more 
safe, but the earth will continue to carry the 
bulk of the traffic, simply and solely because 
it doesn’t charge anything for holding up the 
weight, whereas» nature makes us pay,and 
heavily, to hold the weight up in the air, 
while we transport it. " 

Those who build roads to-day will not live 
to See.the time when their roads are not used. 
Those who bond themselves for rodds to-day 
will never see the day when those bonds are 
outstanding against disused highways.. The 
airways will be increasingly used, but not for 
freight! 


PENNSYLVANIA WANTS 
FOR ROADS 


$100,000,000 


Amending Constitution Only Way To 
Get It 


The constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania contains, in section four, of 
article nine, a drastic regulation regarding 
the State going into debt. The section 
reads; % 

“No debt shall be created by or on behalf 
of the State, except tg,supply casual de- 
ficiencies of revenue, rent invasion, suppress 
insurrection, defend the State in war, or to 
pay existing debt; and the debt created to 
supp y deficiencies in revenue shall never ex- 
ceed, in the aggregate at any one time, one 
million dollars: Provided, however, That 
the General Assembly, irrespective of any 
debt, may authorize the State to issue bonds, 
to the amount of fifty millions of-dollars, 
for the purpose of improving and rebuilding 
the aie of the Commonwealth.” 

At the November election, voters are to be 
given a chance to vote “yes”-or-“‘no” on an 
amendment increasing the amount from the 
above quoted fifty millions to one hundred 
millions of dollars. 

In 1918 the voters gave the first $50,000,- 
000 bond issue a majority of 262,000. That 
money has been spent. It pulled a great part 
of Pennsylvania out of the mud. The new 
bond issue will build many additional hun- 
dreds of miles of durable highways. 

If the voters approve this new bond issue 
no time will be lost in getting the work 
started, because the last legislature passed a 
law detailing the procedure to be followed in 
selling the bonds. Work will be resumed in 
early spring. ; 

It is hoped that party lines will be obliter- 
ated in the campaign to give Pennsylvania 
the best highways system in America 

There are in the State highway system 
10,325 miles of roads, of which 5,277 miles 
are improved, and 5,048 miles unimproved. 
The first $50,000,000 bond issue did much, 
but there is no money to do it unless another 
bond issue is authorized. 


EFFECT OF GOOD ROADS ON RAIL 
AND WATER 


Reduction of Freight Rates Follow Good 
Roads 


The United States operates 259,000 miles 
of railways, almost 20,000 miles of interurban 
electric railroads, and 15,000 miles of inland 
waterways and canals. All of these trans- 
port facilities depend directly and entirely 
upon a certain mileage of good roads, without 
which they could not function. . 

The total good road mileage in the United 
States is about 300,000 miles. The total 
road mileage is nearly three million. If the 
three million were as good as the three 
hundred thousand, what-would it mean to 
the other means of transportation? 

First, it would mean a reduction of 
freight rates on steam lines, because. the 
freight rate is a product of the short haul 
(which is expensive), \and the long haul 
(which is profit making’ for the railroad). 
Cut out the expensive short haul, and the 
profit making long haul could make the same 
profit at less cost. 

Second, it would mean‘a greatly increased 
use of waterways, which would force a new 
competition on the railroads, again decreas- 
ing freights. 

Third, it would make for stability of 
traffic, because the release of thousands of 
freight cars from short hauls would mean a 
greater ease of getting cars for the seasonal 
demands: fruit, grain, coal. 

With economic advantages such as these, 
it. is..easy..to understand. why the .National 
Government thinks it necessary to engage 
in fostering a road development program, if 
difficult to comprehend why it uses so clumsy 
a means as Federal aid, when direct action, 
such as built the Panama Canal, is available.

Sound Economics Only Basis]For Perma- 
nent Road 

“Tax the automobile and build the road 
from the revenues,” is a principle which has 
been expressed by. the non-informed voter 
too many times. But education and sound 
economics as enunciated by bankers and 
statesrien has changed the cry. Few who 
now concern themselves with road financing, 
but-understand that the right way to pay for

ing in to provide that maintenance. To use 
the maintenance fund for building more 
roads is as uneconomic as the procedure of 
the man who builds a house for rent, and in- 
stead of using some of the rent to keep his 
property in condition, and insure it and 
paint it, spends it for’ another house, letting 
the first go to ruin. He will end in the poor- 
house, and the county or State which does 
not provide a steady maintenance fund for 
road upkeep will be bankrupt in good roads 
long before the roads are paid for. 

It is gradually coming to be recognized 
that snow removal is a legitimate mainte- 
nance charge. All highways which can be 
used but six months of the twelve cost twice 
their price. To get the use of an expensive 
highway for three or four or six months of 
snow time, by the expenditure of a small 
amount of a maintenance fund, is only sound, 
common’ ‘sense. 


Radio Helps Highways 


A story is told of a farmer in northern 
Illinois, whose darm is located on a dirt road, 
which is impassable during the winter if a 
frost comes when the road is in a rough con- 
dition. Last fall, when the road was at its 
worst, he got a radio warning of an immediate 
and heavy frost. Calling his neighbors by 
ied ag they turned out and rolled the 
road. When the freeze came, it proved to be 
permanent, and the radio owner and his 
neighbors ‘had a boulevard to town all 
winter!
